Ex-Alderman Drexler is Opposed to 
Commission Form of Government 
for Brainerd and Why 


Editor Dispatch: 
I am opposed to the commission 
form of governm ent because I don’t 
believe the money expended is large 
enough to w arran t the expense of 
paying three qualified men to de­ 
vote their en tire time to the commis­ 
sion form of government. 
The (figures show 
the available 
am ount of money for the ru n n in g ex­ 
penses of the city is about th irty 
thousand dollars ($30,000), and if 
we pay three good men say $1,800 
per year which would seem about 
rig h t it would take $5,400 out of 
about th irty thousand dollars ($30,- 
000), which would make a little bet­ 
ter than one sixth to pay our commis­ 
sioners for their service which don’t 
look like good business judgm ent. 
To hear some people talk one would 
be lead to believe the city was spend­ 
ing anyw here from eighty to one 
hundred and fifty thousand per year. 
If such were the case no doubt a com­ 
mission would be all right if we get 
the right kind of men, which would 
be the problem I believe. 
Of course 
you will say we will recall them if 
they are no good and put in men 
th a t ARF! GOOD, then we will call a 
special election which will cost us 
another $500. 
You will say, “ Well 
it will be worth it,” but costs are 
running up and no asurance of any 
better than w** had. 
But I guess maybe some of our 
commission friends may be able to 
tell us about th a t so we will pass it 
up to them. 
I have been very much 
interested in our Dispatch articles 
and expected to learn a great deal 
about commission economy, but up 
to date I have not seen m any figures 
where we have, commission govern­ 
ment in towns of about the size of 
Brainerd. 
It is w hat they expect to 
do, and what they th ink they will do. 
Not w hat they have done; now you 
see it is this way, some of our friends
